THE CATALOGUE HOUSE, their masked 
Insane =ihired man, the Postal Progress League, 
Paternalism. and a.nymbert of misguided persons who 
cherish the hallucination that any radical 
change in existing conditions is a reform and hence 
desirable, are urging the passage of a parcels post bill. 
This bill contemplates the consolidation of third and 
iourth class matter under the general term “merchan- 
dise” with a rate limit of 11 pounds and a rate of 1 
cent on any article up to 3 ounces and a maximum of 
3 ounces for I cent up to 1 pound which is 5 cents, 
and for each additional pound 2 cents, which makes a 
rate of 25 cents for the 11-pound limit. 

Under the present postal laws, merchandise and 
samples, blank books and paper, ores, all matter not 
included in first, second and third class matter (which 
includes letters, newspapers, books, lithographs, val- 
entines, advertising matter, etc.) and not in its nature 
perishable or jiable to injure the contents of the mails, 
when unsealed and not exceeding 4 pounds in weight, 
is sent at I cent an ounce or fraction thereof. 

It can be seen by a comparison of our present postal 
rates for merchandise and those proposed under the 
parcels post that whereas a pound package is now car- 
ried through the mails for 12 cents, it would be carried 
under the parcels post regime for 5 cents. and a 2- 
pound package instead of being carried for 24 cents, 
would be carried for 7 cents. This heavy reduction on 
small packages will naturally be an inestimable boom 
to the catalogue houses, as it will largely wipe out the 
competitive margin which the retail merchant now en- 
joys in the matter of transportation charges 

It is not the purpose of this article to discuss this 
matter of the parcels post from the potnt of the retail 
hardware or other merchant as against the catalogue 
house, but as a proposed attempt at paternalism, which 
cannot but be disastrous to the country at large if it 
is once adopted. If this measure is passed and pack- 
ages of all kinds are carried through the parcels post 
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at the rate of 25 cents for 11 pounds, the postoffice will, 
we confidently believe, show an enormous deficit every 
year, which will require very heavy taxation of the 
entire people to make good. 
assume that there is a manufacturer of carpet tacks, 


To prove this, we will 


as the first thing that comes into our mind, who is 
located here in Chicago, and who is constantly filling 
orders through the country for hundred-pound lots of 
his goods. Under our present arrangements for the 
transmission of merchandise by mail, he can easily 
ship a hundred pounds of his goods anywhere in the 
country by dividing it up into 25 four-pound lots. 
These would cost him at the rate of 48 cents per pack- 
age, exclusive of tare, or $12.00 for shipping the hun- 
dred pounds to any place far or near, either Joliet, IIl., 
some 40 miles off, or San Francisco or Portland, Me. 
lf the parcels post should become a law he could di- 
vide his tacks into 9 eleven-pound packages which 
would cost him $2.25, to send and send the remaining 
pound for 5 cents, making $2.30 in all. 
Let us compare this tariff with the express com- 
pany’s rates to different points:

The transmission of letters and newspapers is made 
a government monopoly by all civilized countries, and 
while the letter which is sent from Chicago to Rose- 
burg, Ore., is carried by the government at a distinct 
loss, this, as is generally known is made up in part 
by the profit the government derives in carrying the 
letter sent from one address in Chicago to another a 
mile or so away. It should be borne in mind by those 
who are unthinkingly advocating this parcéls post, that 
when it comes to the carriage of merchandise, the gov- 
ernment has now, and undoubtedly will have, the com- 
petition of the express companies. Glancing down this 
table which we have constructed, you will see that the 
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hypothetical carpet tack manufacturer, whom we have 
taken for illustration, would, under our present con- 
ditions find it a great deal cheaper to send his hun- 
dred pounds of tacks in one package by express than 
to send it in 25 four-pound packages by mail. In fact, 
the only place where he could send his matter cheaper 
by mail, are a few out of the way western points such 
as Roseburg, Ore., Phoenix, Ariz., and Ukiah, Cal. 

Suppose, for sake of argument, that the parcels post 
bill becomes a law and our carpet tack manufacturer 
can send his hundred pounds of tacks in g eleven- 
pound and I one-pound package for $2.30 to any point 
in the country. What will the man do? Will he aban- 
don the express service exclusively and send all his 
hundred-pound lots of tacks by parcels post? Well, 
hardly. Will he not continue to patronize the express 
companies in sending his hundred pounds of tacks to 
Joliet, Ill., for 50 cents; to Milwaukee, Wis., for 60 
cents ; to Elgin, Ill., for 40 cents; to Rockford, IIl., for 
75 cents; to Beloit, Wis., for 75 cents; while the par- 
cels post will be patronized for his packages which go 
to Rawlins, Wyo., where he will save $5.70 over the 
express rate; to Crookston, Minn., where he will save 
$1.95 over the express rate; to Laredo, Tex., where 
he will save $4.45 over the express rate; to Phoenix, 
Ariz., where he will save $9.30 over the express rate, 
and to Ukiah, Cal., and Roseburg, Ore., where he will 
save $10.70 over the express rate? 

It requires no argument to show that this long haul 
business will be conducted at an enormous deficit to 
the government, and it is equally patent, that unlike 
letter postage, Uncle Sam will be unable to make this 
up—as the postoffice now does in the carriage of let- 
ters—by the profit he makes out of the short haul busi- 
ness of this character, for in this case which we have 
taken as an example, the government does not make 
$1.80 on the business in carrying this hundred pounds 
of tacks between Chicago and Joliet, Ill.; it does not 
make $1.90 of profit in carrying these tacks by the 
parcels post between Chicago and Elgin, I'l.; it does 
not make $1.55 in carrying these tacks between Chi- 
cago and Rockford, Ill. ; it does not make $1.70 in car- 
rying them between Chicago and Milwaukee; it does 
not make $1.55 in carrying them between Chicago 
and Beloit, Wis.—for the simple reason that this busi- 
ness on which they would make a profit all goes to the 
express company. 


The rates of the proposed parcels post on 100 pounds 
e 


sent from Chicago in g eleven and I pound packages 
are not only rarely lower than express rates which are 
the only true criterion of comparison but in the case 
of many far western points they are actually lower 
than either first, second or third class freight rates as 
the following table shows:

On what economic ground we ask can proposed 


legislation benefiting only a privileged few be justified 
which in many cases actually forces the government 
to deliver goods at less than freight rates? 

In cases where 100 pounds can be sent by third- 
class freight for 15 cents as between Chicago and Mil- 
waukee the parcels post is no factor in bulk transpor- 
tation, but will not shrewd business men take the ut- 
most advantage of this preposterous measure if it be- 
comes a law to send goods divided into 11-pound 
parcels to Phoenix, Ariz., and other points where by 
so doing they are saving, as against even freight 
charges at the expense of the government? And who 
can gainsay them? 

We trust that these figures of ours have shown the 
utter folly of our government taking up any scheme 
of this character. We admit that the carrying of par- 
cels has been more or less of a success in certain Euro- 
pean countries, where all hauls are short hauls, but 
the United States, with its magnificent distances, pre- 
sents unsurmountable difficulties to the carrying of 
parcels by the government without an enormous deficit. 

We admit that in charging $11.50 for carrying 100 
pounds of goods from Chicago to Seattle, Wash., or 
San Francisco, Cal., the express companies make a 
profit, but it is not all clear profit by any means. It 
would appear to us to be as clear as crystal that the 
government in undertaking to duplicate this service at 
a cost of $2.30 for the benefit of the mail order houses, 
is up against a losing business proposition which is 
contrary to public policy. It is our duty, not on ac- 
count of our identification with mercantile interests, 
but as citizens and as partners in this government to 
protest against this unjust and unnecessary impost 
being placed wun all for the benefit of a little clique of 
mail order houses. 

The postoffice was fous.ded for the dissemination of 
information, not to facilitate the peddling of parcels. 
Even if the John Brisben Walkers or the James L. 
Cowles’ and the rest of the parcels post tribe could 
make any arguments showing that this service could 
be made to pay for itse'f, we would be opposed to the 
enactment of parcels post legislation on the ground of 
its centralizing tendency and the hardships it would in- 
evitably work to the vast retail commercial interests of 
the country, but when analysis shows that instead of 
any possibility of making good, the proposed bill will 
make the postoffice a tremendous drain on the country, 
it is certainly time to call a halt. Why should the 
people of the United States be called on to pay so 
heavy a percentage of the transportation bills of the 
mail order houses? What benefit can thev derive from 
it? 

An election is approaching in a few months, and a 
number of bright gentlemen are aiming to represent 
their respective constituencies in the hall of representa- 
tives. They are anxious to secure votes and it be- 
hooves every merchant, be he a hardware merchant, 
grocer, jeweler, or identified with any branch of retail 
trade to write a letter to the leading candidates in his 
district, or at least to the gentleman with whom he is 
affiliated politically, and secure from him as strong an 
assertion as he can of his position on this question of 
such momentous importance, not only to ali commer- 


cial interests but also to all citizens outside of the 
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favored few in the mail order business who would be 
benefited thereby. 
Now is the time to strike.

GERMANY is making special efforts in advancing a 
new branch of industry which, so far as our knowledge 
goes, has been neglected by American inventors and 
offers a fruitful field for money making,—viz., the 
manufacture of machinery especially designed for use 
in tropical countries. In the past few years, Germany 
has been supplying her colonies with cotton presses of 
special design, light plows, and cultivators, and ma- 
chinery for the preparation of fruit from which oil is 
to be expressed, the removal of kernels from cotton 
and the manufacture of caoutchouc. Of late a machine 
for splitting cocoanuts in order to obtain the oil has 
been invented, thus supplanting work which has here- 
tofore been done by hand. Two experienced workmen 
can split 200 cocoanuts an hour with this machine. A 
prize is offered for the most simply constructed ma- 
chine for the extraction of fibers from bananas. Ex- 
periments are also being made with a machine for pre- 
paring palm fruit for the extraction of oil.

SwIicKkLey is a youth of sterling business qualities, 
but undue timidity. He draws $12 a week in a con- 
fidential position with a concern that is hardly con- 
spicuous for liberality in the payment of help. He 
lives in a boarding house within walking distance on 
the north side where the fare is wholesome but ex- 
ceedingly plain.

The fire pot in this radiator is corrugated. A patent 
deflecting plate is fitted to the fire pot, fret work and 
upper section to prevent the passage of heat into the 
hot air chamber. This construction, it is claimed, 
forces the heat caused by the corrugations on the fire 
pot directly toward the floor. At the bottom of the 
outside jacket are ample openings for the admission of 
air which passes up between the stove body and the 
jacket and out through the top. This jacket is solid 


and tight, and all air taken in is taken in through the 
bottom. The smoke pipe leads from the top of the 
large combustion chamber and hot air pipe and can be 
attached to this stove for conveying heat to upper 
rooms. The base of this radiator is air tight, and is 
so arranged with expansion plate to prevent fire crack- 
ing.

A PLAIN MATTER MUDDLED. 

“There has been a great deal of discussion in 
trade papers and numerous papers have been read at conven- 
tions of both jobbers and retailers on the question of cata- 
logue house competition. It seems to me that there has been 
a good deal of muddling of what is a very plain matter. All 
kinds of suggestions have been made as to means of solving 
this question, some farcial on their face and some possessing 
more or less merit. It appears to the writer, however, that 
instead of being a complex question, this catalogue house mat- 
ter is in reality one of extreme simplicity. There is only 
one way for the retailer to meet catalogue house competi- 
tion, and that is for the manufacturers and jobbers to give 
large discounts on standard goods. There is no secrecy about 
catalogue house prices. There is nothing to prevent every 
hardware dealer, every hardware jobber and every hardware 
manufacturer in the United States from securing catalogues 
of Montgomery, Ward & Co. and Sears, Roebuck & Co. and 
learning the prices at which they sell hardware to the con- 
sumers. If the hardware dealers and the hardware jobbers 
are to continue in business, the former must be able to meet 
these prices.

“There is no use in manufacturers’ salesmen and jobbers’ 
salesmen in beating around the bush and in saying, they don’t 
see how catalogue houses can make such prices, and they will 
take the matter up with the house, and if the catalogue houses 
are selling their goods at such prices, they must have obtained 
them in some round about way, etc., etc., etc. 

“The plain matter of fact is that these prices are there 
and must be met, and if they are to be met and the retailer 
and the jobber are to continue in business, the jobbers must 
make on many goods, a reduction of at least 20 per cent from 
their present prices. This, of course, might curtail their 
profits, but the jobbers must realize sooner or later, that this 
matter is a question either of curtailment of profits or of 
their going out of business altogether. If they are to serve 
the retailers, they must make prices at which the retailers can 
meet this competition. How they are to do it, is a question 
for the jobbers and not the retailers to answer, and so I shall 
not attempt to take it up. 

MANUFACTURER CAN EASILY SECURE CATALOGUE HOUSE PRICES. 

“Take the question of some line such as stoves, and here 
the onus of the matter is thrown directly on the shoulders of 
the manufacturer. The stove manufacturer has his own hear- 
say evidence gathered from the complaints of retailers to trav- 
eling salesmen as to the intensity of catalogue house compe- 
tition. All he has to do is to surreptitiously and easily obtain 
catalogues of the leading catalogue houses and he can see for 
himself the prices that the dealer has got to make in order to 
hold the stove and steel range business of his locality. 

SHOULD MAKE SPECIAL PRICES. 

“It is to the stove manufacturers’ interest that the cata- 
logue house should be driven out of the retail stove field just 
as much as it is to the interest of the retail stove dealer that 
they should be driven out. If the manufacturers taking the 
prices of cast stoves, steel ranges, etc., from these catalogue 
houses as a basis, and should at the meeting of the National 
Association of Stove Manufacturers decide to make a spe- 
cial price to the trade of $5.00 less than the manufacturers 


taade by the catalogue houses, the dealers could in one sea 
son’s time, by energetic work and local advertising, push the 
catalogue houses off the maps and make their sales nil all 
over the country. 

PERTINENT QUESTIONS. 

“Let the stove manufacturers have the long-sightedness 
to co-operate with retailers along this line. Let the jobbers 
take steps to check the hardware sales of the catalogue houses, 
or let them let the retailers go down and go down with them. 
hese are pertinent questions which are worthy of the care 
ful and thoughtful attention of every retailer of hardware and 
kindred lines, and every manufacturer and jobber of any 
goods of any character which are sold mainly through the 
medium of the retail hardware and kindred trades.”

TO THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 


In the issue of July 30th, “B. S. E.” asks for a 
method by which the pattern for a collar round at one 
end and oval at the other and mitering with another 
round pipe. 

In the accompanying sketch let Fig. 1 represent the 
side elevation, Fig. 2 the cross section and Fig. 3 the 
plan. Let A B and C D represent the sides of the 
cone in Fig. 1, and E F and G H the sides of the cyl- 
inder. Now strike a line through the center of cyl- 
inder and parallel with E F and G H, making it I J. 
Now point K in line I J raise perpendicular line 
through center of cone, meeting line A C on top of 
cone. For convenience continue lines A B and C D

to line | J, treating cone as a complete frustrum ; draw 
profile of each end of cone. For upper end draw it 
above, divide it into any number of equal parts, in this 
instance eight, and drop perpendicular lines from 
points tc line A C, In like manner draw profile of 
lower end below line, I J; divide it into same number 
of equal parts as top profile; raise perpendicular lines 
to line I J, establishing points h, i, j, k, 1, m, n and o. 

Draw lines connecting h with A, i with a, j with b, 
and so on, which gives line through cone on which 
we will find points of contact with side of cylinder. 
Now in Fig. 2, which is an end view, draw profiles 
same as in Fig. 1, divide into same number. Instead 
of line C D o being on side it will here be in center, 
while line d K will be on the side. 

Now through Fig. 2 and on line I j draw semi- 
circle representing end of cylinder. Where semi-circle 
cut lines C D o, g, n, f, m, en and d K, we have points 
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of intersection of cone and cylinder in end view, mark 
these points D, p, r, s and K, draw lines from D, p, r, 
s and K parallel with line E F, cutting lines C, D 0, g, 
n, f m, e I and d K in Fig. I, giving points of inter- 
section inside elevation. Mark these points K, s’, r’, p’ 
and D. 

Now in Fig. 3, or plan, divide one-fourth of plan of 
cone into four equal parts same as in elevation, mak- 
ing them d’ k’, e’ I’ f’ m’, g’ n’, C’ o’, and connect with 
lines same as in Fig. 1, and representing same lines 
now on lines d’ k’, e’ b’, f’ m’, etc., drop points from 
points K, s’, r’, p’, and D of intersection, Fig. 1, thus 
giving true base of cone. 

To find pattern, erect two separate vertical lines at 
any convenient place, and across each draw a per- 
pendicular line. On these we will proceed to lay out 
our triangles and get the true length of lines from 
which to strike pattern. 

On first L, which we will mark X, lay of length of 
line d K, Fig. 1, mark points 1-1. Next mark dis- 
tance from s’ to A C, Fig. 1, on dotted line, which 
gives vertical height of cone at that point, or we might 
say the altitude of a triangle, by which we will find 
point s’ in pattern. The line s’ e or s’ I e would be 
incorrect, not being the true vertical height. Mark the 
distances e’ 1” of base, or Fig. 3, on perpendicular 
line, connect the two with a solid line which will be 
the hypothenuse of the triangle or exact length of line 
e 1 of pattern. Mark these 2-2, mark of distance from 
r’ to line A, c, Fig. 1, on vertical line X and line f’ m’, 
Fig. 3, on perpendicular line. Mark these 3-3, and 
proceed in the same way until the entire quarter of 
plan is thus laid out. 

On second L, which we will mark Z, mark off on 
vertical height of line from s’ to line A C, Fig. 1, and 
on perpendicular line, distance from d’ to 1’ of Fig. 3. 
Connect the two points with a dotted line and mark 
1-2. Next mark distances from r’ to line a c, Fig. 1, 
on vertical line and distance from e’ to m” of Fig. 3 
on perpendicular line. Connect with a dotted line 
and mark 2-3. Continue to do so until f’ n”, g’ 0’, 
ang. C o” are also marked up. The solid lines in 
Fig. X represent solid lines in Fig. 3, or plan. Now 
dotted lines in Fig. Z the dotted lines in plan. Now 
where pattern is intended to be struck erect a vertical 
line equal to solid line 1-1, set compasses same as used 
to divide profile of A C, Fig. 1, and strike an arc. 
Now td find arcs for base of pattern we cannot take 
distances from profile of h o, Fig. 1, but must erect a 
series of triangles, as the base rises and more so in 
some parts than others. 

To do this erect line Y wherever convenient and 
from it a perpendicular in the usual manner. Mark 
off k’ 1”, Fig. 3, and K K s of Fig. 2. Connect and 
resulting line will be distance of first arc for base of 
pattern. Do the same with 1” m”, Fig. 3, and line s s” 
to r, Fig. 2, m” n”, Fig. 3, and line r r’ to p, Fig. 2, 
etc., completing quarter of ellipse or base. 

This will give measurement of arc for base of pat- 
tern. Set compasses equal to dotted line 1-2 and from 
point 1 of pattern, strike an arc meeting arc at base 
struck from 1’, the point of intersection will be 2’. Set 
compasses equal to solid line 2 2’. From 2” of pattern 
strike arc at top of pattern, this will give point 2.

Proceed in this way until pattern is found for fourth 
of cone, trace a line through the points thus found 
which gives one-fourth of pattern, and as all quar- 
ters are alike this part can be reversed and balance of 
pattern found from it. If the hole in cylinder is 
wanted in the flat, it can be found in using the points 
of intersection D, p, r, s and K of Fig. 2 for the 
stretch out, and on the resulting measuring lines, using 
the distances from points k’, s’, r’, and D to line d K 
of Fig. 1.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


The meetings of the structural, plate and billet steel 
pools, which were postponed from last week, were held 
the first two days of this week, reaching a definite 
settlement Tuesday, when a reduction of $4 per ton 
was made in structural material and wide plates. 

The official announcement of these reductions will

react favorably on the market. 
hibited regarding values along these lines during the 
early part of the present week and all of last week, 
led to a stoppage of whatever buying movement exist- 
ed. A noticeable improvement has already been mani- 
fested not only in structural materials and plates, but 
likewise in all iron and steel products. 

This improvement has extended even into the pig 
iron industry. Reports are favorable from all centers. 
This awakening is attributed to an increased demand 
from foundrymen and because the cut in plates and 
structural materials has brought about a great scarcity 
of castings for operations that have been abiding the 
reductions in these lines. In this case, a bearish move- 
ment in finished materials has produced a bullish move- 
ment in raw products. The anomaly is explained by 
the fact that many contracts, involving large tonnages 
of finished products, were merely awaiting a settlement 
of the price item for closure. 

Northern irons are very strong—more so thar for 
many months past. The unexpected strength showp 
by the Southern coal ininers, in their strike against the 
operators, has reduced the sale of Southern irons in the 
local market to a minimum. No large sales were re- 
ported. Buyers are supplying themselves for immedi- 
ate use only. This hesitation was caused by the widely 
scattered rumors as to the threatened disruption of 
the different pools. .The announcement of the pool 
meetings held on Wednesday also had a very harmful 
effect on the buying movement. It is expected, how- 
ever, that there will be few or no changes from now on 
till the end of the present year, and that depleted 
stocks will be filled up. Northern irons are gaining 
strength daily ; $13.50, Chicago, for No. 2, is the mini-

Southern irons are very strong likewise, but there is 
little to be had. Stocks in Southern yards are falling 
very low, owing to the strike. Southern interests are 
finding themselves behind in their shipments. 
Malleable iron is firm, and Lake Superior charcoal 
was advanced soc a ton. There is only a fair de- 


mand for foundry coke. Prices are low. 


MERCHANT STEEL. 


Large business was not reported for the current 
week, neither were specifications heavy, but the outlook 
for the fall trade is very promising. Implement deal- 
ers report large orders for farm tools and implements. 
Good prices for crops and small stores of tools in ware- 
houses are the foundation for the optimistic outlook. 
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Report. 


Prices are without change, and we quote carload 
lots, mill shipments, Chicago delivery, as follows: 
Spring steel, 1.90c; sleigh shoe, flat sizes, 1.56%4c; 
concave and convex, 1.76%c; cutter shoe, 2.25c;

BARS. 

Consumers are buying just what they must have and 
no more. Iron bars are held very firmly at 1.35c, Chi- 
cago, the rapidly advancing prices on old material, 
which enters into their manufacture, helping to 
strengthen the market. Very little new business is 
being taken on, and such as there is, comes from con- 
cerns whose requirements have exceeded amounts 
contracted for. Specifications are good. We quote 
on carload lots, mill shipments, Chicago delivery, as 
follows: Bar iron, 1.35c¢; soft steel bars, 1.40c to 
1.51¥2c; soft steel angles, less than 3x3, 1.61'%4c; 
hoops, 1.71%4c. On lots from store, we quote bar iron, 
1.75c¢ base, full extras; steel bars, 1.70c to 1.80c base, 
half extras; hoops, 2.10c rates, full extras.

Much hesitancy has developed in buy- 
ing on the part of retailers, but is entirely unjustified.
